Tempers flare in aftermath of 
counciFs Island Farm decision! 


AN ALMIGHTY row broke out at 
Monday’s meeting of Bridgend Town 
Council over the decision taken by mem¬ 
bers at an earlier meeting to support the 
Island Farm sports development plans. 

Accusations were made that the earlier meeting 
was “shambolic” and that members had been con¬ 
fused about what they were voting for. 

Allegations were made that one councillor tried to 
prevent another from speaking by holding her hand 
down - and there was a disagreement about whether 
or not borough members needed to have left the meet¬ 
ing. There was also talk of getting the decision 
rescinded. 

The acrimonious meeting marked a difficult start 
for new mayor Clare Lewis - who had been voted 
into office just minutes earlier - but her cool conduct 
of the meeting earned her praise from all sides later. 

The row began when members were asked to 
approve the minutes of a special council meeting to 
discuss the Island Farm planning application, held a 
week earlier. 

At this, members had voted by six to three to sup¬ 
port the sports complex being planned for the area by 
HD Developments. 

Coun Diane Bums told this week’s full council 
meeting that she had been concerned to find that 
although the meeting was supposed to be a special 
council meeting with invited representatives from the 
protestors and the developers, it had become a ques¬ 
tion and answer session with the members of the pub¬ 
lic also present. 

In her view this meant that there was little debate 
among the councillors.and she was critical of the way 
that the meeting was handled by the then mayor 
Barbara Parish. 

She protested: “The vote that was taken, based on 
my motion to overturn our previous decision to sup¬ 
port the scheme, was completely confusing. 

“No abstentions were asked for by the mayor and 
none have been recorded in the minutes. 

“This is not in keeping with standing orders and 
the constitution. 1 believe that the meeting was 
invalid. 

“Just look at the letters we have received from the 
public who were present. They are supporting what 1 
am saying.” 

Coun Bums also challenged the minutes, claiming 
that important matters had been left out and she said 
that she could not agree to them as they were. 

But Coun Eileen Mcllveen said that there was no 
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requirement for the clerk to report what individual 
members said - just the outcome of the meeting. 

She commented: “It is clear what we were dis¬ 
cussing and what was proposed. The vote was taken 
and members knew what they were voting for. 

“1 certainly did.” 

Coun Diane Bums said that she had made a state¬ 
ment which should be included in the minutes. 

Coun Edith Hughes complained that the minutes 
were unbalanced because there was nothing in them 
about what Coun Bums said. 

Coun Clare Lewis then suggested that a written 
copy of Coun Bum’s statement should be put into the 
minutes as an appendix. 

This was supported by Coun Peter Eoley who said 
that otherwise the council would get bogged down for 
hours. 

Coun Bob Bums, who was not present at the spe¬ 
cial meeting, said that he felt that the meeting had 
been conducted as if it were a public meeting. 

“The standing orders of this council do not permit 
members of the public to speak and 1 am not aware 
that standing orders were suspended.” 


He also alleged that during that meeting, his wife’s 
arm was held down by Coun Haydn Morgan, who 
was sitting next to her, as she tried to speak and he 
shouted to her that she had lost. 

He went on: “In my view, the town council has not 
dealt with these consultations properly and there’s a 
significant doubt about whether there’s a valid deci¬ 
sion from the council to present to BCBC.” 

Coun Morgan said that he jokingly held down 
Coun Diane Bums’ hand but he did not keep it down. 
He said that at no time did he tell her that she had lost. 

“1 will swear that on the Bible,” he added. 

But Coun Diane Bums said that she was also pre¬ 
pared to swear on the Bible about what happened. 

She insisted: “There was a whack on my hand and 
he said ‘We are voting against your motion, you have 
lost.’” 

Recalling what had happened at the previous full 
council, Coun Roger Marsh said that it had been 
Coun Diane Bums who had asked for a special meet¬ 
ing. 

He said: “Then, Coun Bob Bums had said that the 
matter was so important, members of the public who 
objected to the application should be given the right 
to put their case.”

Bridgend man (21) is 
jailed for ASBO breach 


A 21-year-old man from 
Bridgend has been jailed 
for 14 months at Cardiff 
Crown Court, for breach¬ 
ing an anti-social behav¬ 
iour order and a suspend¬ 
ed sentence.. 

Mark Burnett had had a three- 
year ASBO imposed, with a con¬ 
dition that he did not go within 
100 metres of his mother’s home 
in Bridgend. 

Prosecutor Gareth James said 
that on April 7, police were called 
to his mother’s address and saw 
Burnett outside within eight 
metres of her home. 


He was arrested and said: “1 
just wanted to see my mum. It’s 
doing my head in, not seeing her.” 

He also told the police that if 
he was released, he would return 
to the house. 

Mr James said the ASBO had 
been imposed to protect his moth¬ 
er. 

Burnett was said to have previ¬ 
ous convictions for threatening to 
cause damage at his mother’s 
home by burning down the house, 
affray and possessing a knife. 

Burnett’s counsel Peter 
Harding Roberts said: “On this 
particular occasion she was not 
harrassed and the incident ended 
up with him having an argument 


with his brother. He didn’t make 
any actual threat to his mother, 
who did not want him sent to 
prison. 

“Her maternal feelings still 
exist.” 

Judge Stephen Hopkins said it 
was not clear the reason for the 
breakdown of the relationship, 
but it appeared that his mother 
had been “long-suffering”. 

The judge told Burnett it would 
be “very sensible of him” upon 
his release to complete the order. 

He added: “May 1 respectfully 
suggest you grow up and give 
your mother some peace.”

FINANCIAL FEARS FOR FUTURE

I T is something 
of a cliche that 
people don’t 
want to think about 
their pension: if my 
postbag is to be 
believed, though, it 
is at the front of 
many people’s 
minds at the 
moment. 

In recent months, 
no other issue has 
been the subject of as 
many letters, emails 
and phone-calls to my 
office as people’s 
retirement income. 

This has been 
prompted by a num¬ 
ber of changes, 
whether just proposed 
or already put into 
practice, made to pen¬ 
sions by the 
Government. 

The changes affect 
all kinds of pensions: 


personal, occupational 
and state, and are 
causing a lot of worry 
to people about when 
they will be able to 
retire and their 
finances when they do. 

At the top of the 
political agenda at the 
moment is the 
Pensions Bill, which is 
due to be debated in 
the House of 
Commons shortly, 
having come through 
the House of Lords 
first (some Bills com¬ 
plete the passage 
through Parliament 
backwards in this 
way). 

Part of this Bill will 
accelerate the increase 
in women’s state pen¬ 
sion age, so that it 
becomes equal with 
the age for men - and 
then accelerate an 
increase in the state 
pension age for all. 


The previous 
timetable had the 
women’s state pension 
age increased to 65 
gradually by 2020, and 
then the state pension 
age increasing to 66 
gradually between 
2024 and 2026. 

The new plans 
speed up these increas¬ 
es, with women now 
expecting to receive 
their state pension at 
age 66 in 2020 - six 
years earlier than 
planned. 

The changes hit 
women born in 1953 
and 1954 particularly 
hard. Some women 
will lose two whole 
years of state pension 
entitlement. Only last 
year, many were 
expecting to retire at 
63 or 64, the 
Government’s propos¬ 
als are that some will 
now not be able to 


retire until they are 66. 

Many of the women 
writing to me are set 
to lose £10,000 from 
their state pensions, 
and have been given 
very little time in 
which to make 
changes to their plans. 

Some will have 
made career plans 
based on retiring in 
the near future, or 
may have found it 
harder to find jobs 
because employers 
thought they were 
near to retirement. 

Most of these 


women agree that the 
state pension age for 
women should be 
increased to match 
that for men. Many 
also agree that, with 
increased life 
expectancy, gradually 
increasing the state 
pension age is also 
necessary. 

What they and I 
think is unfair is the 
way in which the goal¬ 
posts have been moved 
so close to their 
planned retirement, 
and that their age 
group has been singled 


out in this way. I plan 
to vote against the 
clause in the Bill that 
will do this. 

One aspect of rais¬ 
ing the state pension 
age that I think is 
thought about too little 
is the way that it has a 
disproportionate affect 
on those who are less 
well off. Those people 
are more likely to have 
joined the workforce 
at 16, and are more 
likely to be in a physi¬ 
cally demanding job. 
They also have a lower 
life expectancy. 

If you are expected 
to live for a long time 
in retirement, an 
increase in the state 
pension age takes only 
a small proportion of 
your retirement. For 
those expected to live 
less long, it takes a 
larger proportion of 
what is already a 


smaller pot. 

I would support 
exploring a way of 
linking a person’s state 
pension age to the 
number of years they 
have been in the 
labour market. 

That way those who 
enter the workforce 
early can also retire 
earlier, too. 

I would be interest¬ 
ed to hear what people 
think about such an 
idea. 

Many people with 
public sector occupa¬ 
tional pensions are 
also worried about 
changes to their 
schemes following the 
Government’s Hutton 
Report. 

There is a myth that 
public sector pensions 
are increasingly unaf¬ 
fordable; in fact the 
Government’s own fig¬ 
ures show that as a 


proportion of GDP, 
the costs are to stay 
stable through to 2060. 
Private sector occupa¬ 
tional pensions are 
also increasingly rare 
and less generous. 

The clear message is 
that the days of being 
able to retire at 60 or 
65 with a state pen¬ 
sion, and for some a 
final-salary occupa¬ 
tional pension, are 
coming to an end. 

It’s always impor¬ 
tant for people to con¬ 
sider how they will 
support themselves in 
retirement, but at a 
time of such change 
it’s particularly impor¬ 
tant. 

I would particularly 
urge women born in 
the 1950s to look into 
the Government’s pro¬ 
posed changes, so that 
they have as much time 
as possible to prepare. 


Churches Together 
celebrate Christian 
Aid in Porthcawl 


FAITH goes back a 
long way in 
Porthcawl, you 
only have to stand 
at the door of St 
John the Baptist, on 
Newton Green, to 
realise that! 

The people of our area 
have a long tradition of 
taking seriously their 
responsibility to be a 
caring society. But this 
became even more 
apparent as Britain lived 
through the aftermath of 
the Second World War. 

In 1957, a British 
Council of Churches’ 
department ran a high- 
profile campaign to raise 
awareness of the contin¬ 
uing problem of dis¬ 
placed people who had 
lost everything in the 
conflict. 

A refugee shanty town 
was built in a London 
Park and this stark, dra¬ 
matic, week-long pres¬ 
entation stirred people 
into action. 


All over Britain peo¬ 
ple from large cathe¬ 
drals, parish churches 
and tiny chapels, began 
to work together in their 
community for the vul¬ 
nerable of the world. 

Every year, a week in 
May saw an army of vol¬ 
unteers raising money - 
and Porthcawl was no 
exception. 

As they worked 
together, they began to 
get to know each other 
better and, on January 
22, 1964, the churches 
came together to sign a 
formal declaration to 
work together as the 
Council of Churches in 
Porthcawl. 

The seeds of 
Churches Together, as it 
is called today, were 
sown in those post-war 
years - it literally grew 
out of Christians putting 
little red envelopes 
through doors! 

That same year, the 
British Council of 
Churches re-named its 
Department of Inter¬ 


church Aid and Refugee 
Services - and Christian 
Aid was born! 

Churches Together in 
Porthcawl is so much 
more now than it was in 
the 1960s, but it still has 
its roots deep in the 
words of Jesus: “I was 
hungry and you fed me, 
thirsty and you gave me 

a drink . whatever 

you do to these, the least 
of all my brothers, you 
do to me. ” 

Thirty-seven years on 
and the church and the 
community still work 
together to make this 
world a better place. 

On May 8, teams of 
people from the churches 
joined the regular quiz 
teams at the Jolly Sailor, 
on Newton Green, for an 
evening of brain-teasing 
fun. 

Thanks to the gen¬ 
erosity of all at the Jolly 
Sailor, we can be assured 
that people in Porthcawl 
still take seriously their 
ancient responsibility to 
love our neighbour as we 
love ourselves. 

If a little red envelope 
has landed on your door 
mat this month I hope 
you found it possible to 
be a part of making his¬ 
tory. 

The remit of Christian 
Aid now encompasses 
the globe but it all began 
because people, like you 
and me, answered for 
themselves the question: 
“Who is my neighbour?” 

And, in answering it, 
changed the face of the 
world, and the lives of 
some of the most vulner¬ 
able, for good. And that 
can’t be bad, can it?

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‘PINK PAPERS’: 

Council acts to 
stem the leaks 


THE circulation of 
‘pink papers’ is 
being restricted by 
BCBC - after The 
GEM published 
secret information 
about the deal being 
done by the council 
over Porthcawl 
regeneration. 

The GEM was able to 
get hold of two sets of 
confidential papers which 
spelled out the way in 
which money was being 
divided between the 
council and the Evans 
Eamilies, which own or 
lease the rest of the land 
within the regeneration 
area. 

This revealed that 72 
per cent of the profits 
from the sale of the land 
for the new Tesco super¬ 
market would go to the 
Evans. They will get 
£4.7m, with the council 
receiving £1.8m. 

Overall, the split will 
eventually be 60 per cent 
to the council and 40 per 
cent to the Evans - 
although it could be 20 
years before all the land 
is sold and the council 
gets its full share. 

As a result of these 
leaks, council officers 
carried out an investiga¬ 
tion into the source of the 
documents with various 
political parties being 
called in. At one point, 
accusations were made 
against Conservative 
members from Porthcawl 
which were strongly 
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denied. The GEM has not 
revealed its sources and 
will never do so. 

A new procedure has 
now been brought in 
which The GEM under¬ 
stands means that coun¬ 
cillors who are not cabi¬ 
net members or who were 
not at the cabinet meet¬ 
ing, will have to ask 
Monitoring Officer 
Andrew Jolley if they 
wish to view a specific 
report under the Access to 
Information guidelines. 

The pink reports will 
be provided to officers 
who sit on the corporate 
management board and 
cabinet members. 

Councillors attending 
cabinet meetings will 
have to hand the report 
back at the end of the 
meeting. 

Until now, these 
reports have been circu¬ 
lated to all members of 
the council. 

The move is an 
attempt to prevent The 
GEM and other news 
organisations from seeing 
confidential papers. 

A spokesman for the 
council said that there 
had been a “regrettable” 
number of instances 
where reports containing 
confidential information 
have been made publicly 
available. 

He went on: “The 
leaking of confidential 


information is a serious 
matter and the Local 
Government 
Ombudsman has made it 
clear that there are impli¬ 
cations for councillors. It 
is also a disciplinary mat¬ 
ter for officers. 

“Concerns have 
already been raised by 
potential contractors over 
the implications of leaked 
information. If the leaks 
continue, it will undoubt¬ 
edly affect the ability of 
the council to gain the 
best price for goods and 
services and to serve the 
people of Bridgend to the 
best of its ability.” 

The spokesman said 
that the changes were 
“temporary” but would 
remain in force until such 
time as the authority 
could be assured that 
exempt information 
would remain confiden¬ 
tial. 

A spokesperson for 
The GEM said that the 
newspaper had published 
the reports concerned as 
the information was in 
the public interest. 

It had not disclosed 
any information which 
harmed the council’s 
commercial dealings. 

All the property deals 
referred to had been 
negotiated with private 
owners and agreed by 
both parties before any of 
the gem’s reports were 
printed, so they can have 
had no detrimental influ¬ 
ence on the outcome.

GPs are still using 
outlawed phone 
charges in Bridgend 


SOME GP surgeries in 
Bridgend are still charging pre¬ 
mium rates to patients who 
contact them by telephone - 
despite the practice being out¬ 
lawed by the Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

National research has revealed that 
10m patients throughout the UK are 
still facing rip-off charges when they 
try to ring their doctors. 

Callers are paying up to 40p a 
minute and are often kept in a queue 
for up to 20 minutes. 

One Maesteg woman, who does not 
wish to be named, told The GEM that 
ringing her Maesteg surgery cost her 
£ 8 . 

Under the premium numbers 
arrangement, which start 0844 or 0845, 
the practices pocket some of the cash. 

Now, the government has told doc¬ 
tors to take out phone contracts with 
companies that charge no more than 
the average landline cost of 4p a 
minute. 

A spokesman for the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University Health Board, 
which organises primary care including 
GP surgeries, said that the practices in 
Bridgend which stiU use these num¬ 
bers, are in contracts with telephone 
companies. 

The Welsh Assembly Government 
changed the rules about a year ago so 
that practices in Wales are no longer 
permitted to enter into or extend these 


contracts. The spokesman added: “This 
is an issue that we are very aware of 
and it is a complaint that is raised regu¬ 
larly. The health board welcomed the 
change in the regulations but because 
of contractual commitments, there is a 
time lag before all calls will be charged 
at local rates again.” 

The board is to meet all the practices 
involved to discuss the situation and 
will be supporting them to make the 
change where possible in the interests 
of their patients and their relatives. 

In England, the government gave 
GPs until April 1 to stop using these 
numbers, although some are stiU doing 
so. 

Eamily doctors were given 18 
months to comply with the new mles 
but more than 1,000 practices have 
failed to do so.

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LOCAL MAN 
CLEARED OF 
ASSAULT 
ALLEGATION 

IT took a jury at Cardiff Crown Court 
less than an hour to clear a 74-year-old 
man of allegations that he carried out 
sexual attacks on a woman. 

In two unanimous verdicts, Alfred John 
Maddem (74) of Porthcawl, a man with no previ¬ 
ous convictions, was found not guilty of two 
charges of sexual assault. 

Prosecutor Eugene Egan alleged that on the 
first occasion he rubbed his hands up the 
woman’s legs and onto her breast. 

On the second, it was claimed he approached 
her, hugged her and tried to kiss her. 

The issue, said Mr Egan, was “did this happen 
or not?” 

He said that between the two alleged incidents, 
the woman spoke to a relation, who in turn spoke 
to Mr Maddern and said his behaviour had been 
inappropriate. 

The court was told that Mr Maddem said it 
would not happen again and apologised, but it 
was claimed that he later told the woman, “If you 
are ever in the mood. I’ll oblige.” 

Mr Maddern was arrested and denied touching 
the woman but said he had merely cuddled her. 

Mr Egan said that Mr Maddem denied behav¬ 
ing inappropriately in any way. 

Mr Maddern said the first he knew that any¬ 
thing was wrong was when he was arrested “I 
was stunned. I had never been arrested before, I 
was in shock.” 

He said he was taken to Neath Police Station 
and after spending two hours in a police cell, 
answered all the questions put to him as best he 
could. 

He said he believed his behaviour towards the 
woman had been “a bit naive” 

He added: “I have never sexually assaulted 
her.” 

Under cross-examination, he said he never 
asked her for sex, or said he was available for it. 

The woman’s allegations, said Mr Maddern, 
had been exaggerated. 


Maesteg man is 
jailed for racially 
abusing teenager 

A PRISON sentence of 144 days has 
been passed at Cardiff Crown Court on 
a Maesteg man who attacked a teenager 
and racially verbally abused him and 
his mother. 

Lee Stolzenberg (27) of Maesteg was told by 
Judge Christopher Llewellyn-Jones: “The courts 
have to bring home to people that they cannot 
behave like this, even in drink.”. 

Stolzenberg pleaded guilty to racially aggravat¬ 
ed assault by beating, and a racially aggravated 
public order offence. 

Prosecutor Eugene Egan said that on Bank 
Holiday Monday in August last year, at about 
6.15pm, a 16-year-old youth was in a park in 
Caerau. 

The defendant approached him and called him 
a “black, Afro....” and made threats. 

Mr Egan said he grabbed him by the throat and 
was shouting and screaming and again was racial¬ 
ly abusive. 

The youth ran off terrified and hid for a while. 

His mother later heard what had occurred and 
went to a local pub where she spoke to 
Stolzenberg, who was drunk. 

She was upset and confronted him. The defen¬ 
dant then became abusive to her. 

When arrested, Stolzenberg denied being 
racially abusive and said he had called the mother 

a “fat.”. after he had dmnk seven pints of lager 

and cider 

His counsel. Hash Salman, said: “He is a man 
of modest intelligence who is stmggling with the 
shame he has brought upon himself. 

“He understands he was utterly wrong. Such 
behaviour was serious and is not to be tolerated in 
a civilised society.” 

He said there was no premeditation, no weapon 
was used, there was no physical injury and his 
behaviour was out of character. 

“At 27, he should have matured by now,” said 
Mr Salman. 

The judge said it was plain that drink had 
affected Stolzenberg on that day, “but the courts 
must mark these type of offences in order that the 
public know the consequences”.

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Public meeting on 
council changes 


A PUBLIC meeting takes place 
in Maesteg today (Thursday), 
to discuss changes to the way in 
which borough-owned leisure 
facilities and residential homes 
are run. 

The meeting, taking place at Garth 
GAP Hall on Bridgend Road at 7pm, is 
being organised by Plaid Cymru. 

Coun Danny Clark of Llangynwyd 
said that earlier meetings have taken 
place in Tondu in a bid to inform peo¬ 
ple of the changes being proposed by 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

At the moment, the council is seek¬ 
ing a partner from the private sector to 
run its residential homes and home 
care services, but no final decisions 
have been made. 

Coun Clark said that there were con¬ 
cerns that some of the beds at Hyfrydol 
residential home in Maesteg were 
being kept empty in order to replace 
the respite care beds lost to the area 
when the ABM Health Board decided 
to close Maesgwyn Hospital in 
Bryncethin. 

It was stated at public meetings in 
the village that the respite care beds 
would be replaced by others in a nurs¬ 
ing or residential home owned by 
BCBC. 

Coun Clark, in conjunction with 
AM Bethan Jenkins and Plaid’s 
Bridgend candidate Tim Thomas, put 
in some Freedom of Information 
requests to the council. In their reply to 
these requests, the council states that 
beds are empty at Hyfrydol because 
“of a lack of demand.” 

The council says that an over-provi¬ 
sion of residential care beds in the area 
has caused this situation. The reply 
goes on: “Every effort has been made 
to use these rooms for other purposes 
such as respite.” 

They have also been told that 
Professor John Bolton, who has been 
brought in by the council as an inde¬ 


pendent expert to advise on its project 
to remodel and modernise its residen¬ 
tial and home care services, will 
receive £500 per day plus travel 
expenses. He has been asked to pro¬ 
vide 10 days of input, which will be 
reviewed as the project develops. 

Coun Clark said he was shocked 
that the council was paying an outside 
consultant. “What about their own offi¬ 
cers?” he asked. “We have a lot of very 
expensive officers in BCBC who are 
surely paid their large salaries because 
of their expertise. Why else would we 
need them?” 

Coun Clark said that the council was 
planning the privatisation of care 
homes in the teeth of the unfolding 
financial disaster at the Southern Cross 
group which runs hundreds of residen¬ 
tial homes throughout the UK. 

“Is that not enough of an example to 
show that privatisation is not the 
answer,” he added. 

He added that reports carried in The 
GEM about 120 operations being can¬ 
celled at the Princess of Wales Hospital 
because of bed shortages showed that 
the six empty beds at Hyfrydol could 
have been put to good use by taking 
patients who are bed blocking at POW. 

“These people may just be waiting 
for suitable adaptations to be made to 
their homes prior to discharge. I would 
strongly urge the council to engage 
with the public via consultation.” 

He said he had strong concerns that 
care of the elderly was being compro¬ 
mised in order to save money. 

“They have paid their taxes and, in 
some cases, laid their lives on the line 
in defending or rebuilding this country 
during and after the war. They deserve 
dignity, respect and honour.” 

Coun Clark is also raising the issue 
of the council’s leisure facilities after 
being told by UNISON representatives 
at a meeting that BCBC is looking for 
a private partner to run them rather 
than going for trust status.

Mr Williams was head hunted 
by the Welsh Assembly 
Government to run health servic¬ 
es in Wales. He has just retired. 

ABM’s deputy chief executive 
Alex Howells will take over 
ABM as acting chief executive 
until September. 

Chairman Win Griffiths, who 
lives in Cefn Cribwr and was the 
MP for Bridgend, said that he

MAESTEG MOTHER 
WALKS FREE AFTER 
£74,000 BENEFITS 
FRAUD CONVICTION 


A MOTHER of six 
has walked free 
from Cardiff 
Crown Court after 
she admitted fraud¬ 
ulently obtaining 
benefits of £74,000. 

Melanie Booton (34) 
of Maesteg, a woman 
with no previous convic¬ 
tions, pleaded guilty to 
five charges of obtaining 
benefits by false repre¬ 
sentation. 

The offences 

occurred between 
January 2003 and July 
2008 and involved 
income support, housing 
benefits and council tax. 

She was jailed for 
two-and-a-half years, 
the sentence suspended 
for 18 months and she 
was also made subject to 
a supervision order for 
six months. 

Judge Isabel Parry 
imposed a 9pm-7am 
curfew for four months 
which involves electron¬ 
ic tagging. 

She was also ordered 
to pay costs of £250. 

The judge pointed out 
that when she obtained 
the benefits, she was 
receiving financial bene¬ 
fits through her partner’s 
wages. 

The judge said she 
was a family orientated 
person, with a high stan¬ 
dard of caring, and to 
some extent she had 
been used by her partner. 

“The public interest 
would not be served by 
an immediate sentence 
of imprisonment,” she

said. 

Prosecutor Lee 
Reynolds said that a reg¬ 
ular wage had been 
coming into the house¬ 
hold and she had not 
declared this. 

“This case is about 
the misdeclaration of 
income,” said Mr 
Reynolds. 

Had she declared the 
income, she would not 
have received the bene¬ 
fit. 

The offences came to 
light following an inves¬ 
tigation by the 

Department of Work and 
Pensions. 

Booton had claimed 
she was single, didn’t 
work, and didn’t have a 
partner. 

She also denied that 
anyone lived with her 
and that she didn’t have 
bank or building society 
accounts. 

Her counsel, Jeffrey 
Jones, said she was now 
working taking in iron¬ 


ing, and hoped to make 
about £90 a week. 

He added: “There 
was no false identifica¬ 
tion, and no excessive 
lifestyle. She was gener¬ 
ally more a single moth¬ 
er than a person in a 
relationship.” 

He said the court had 
to have regard for her 
family and personal cir¬ 
cumstances. Three of 
her children, he said, 
suffered illnesses. 

Mr Jones said there 
had been some domestic 
abuse, and police had 
gone to her home. 

“She has every inten¬ 
tion of trying to repay 
the money and her ambi¬ 
tion is to run a florist’s 
shop. She dreads the 
prospect of losing her 
liberty.” 

Mr Jones said she 
realised that it was theft 
from the public purse, 
which was a serious 
matter in today’s cli¬ 
mate. 

The judge said that 
the claim from the outset 
was not dishonest, but it 
later became so.

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End of an era for competition that has 
fostered community spirit in the Vale 


THE organisation behind the Best Kept 
Village competition in the Vale has 
reached the end of an era, with the retire¬ 
ment of two key members. 

The Best Kept Village (BKV) competition has 
been going for almost 60 years, having been created 
in the coronation year of Queen Elizabeth II in 1953. 

The chairman of the management committee, 
Basil Watkins, is stepping down after being 
involved in the event since 1964, while the secre¬ 
tary, Richard Skinner, is also leaving his post 
because he is moving away from the Vale. 

As a result, the committee is looking for a new 
chairman and secretary - and Mr Watkins feels that 
the time is right to bring in new blood on the com¬ 
mittee as well. 

He told The GEM that he had enjoyed his 47 
years involvement with the BKV immensely. 

He said: “It all started when my wife Eileen and I 
moved to Pendoylan in 1964, and we were invited to 
join in preparing the village. 

“It was a wonderful way of getting to know our 
new neighbours, and we would put an evening's 
work in and end up in the Red Lion afterwards!” 

They moved to the village at the right time, 
because Pendoylan was the Tiger Woods of its era, 
winning the Vale title eight times in 10 years, and 
going on to take the Welsh title twice. 

The village retains its place as the village that has 
won most often to this day - a total of 15 times 

Mr Watkins recalled: “Stan Hughes, the school’s 
headteacher, personally took responsibility for the 
bank opposite the school, and the Red Lion landlord 
Derek Walters ensured the pub was in tip top condi¬ 
tion. 

“The utility company was persuaded to bury 
underground dozens of cables that had been 
attached to a telegraph pole, and the brewery took 
down a particularly garish sign. 

“Pupils on school picnics would pick up litter so 
that teachers would come back with rubbish stuffed 
in their wellies, and there was even a story, probably 
apocryphal, of when Olive Jenkins, the school 
cleaner, picked up a cigarette butt outside the pub 
and tucked it in her apron, and a customer came over 
and offered her a whole one!” 

In time, Basil moved on to the management com¬ 
mittee, and then he became chairman, and he is 
proud of the way the competition has developed, 

A series of innovations has, he believes, increased 
the contribution the BKV makes to community spir¬ 
it. 

The first change was to take the annual presenta¬ 
tion out on the road, with each year’s winner hosting 
the next year’s event - rather like the Eurovision 
Song Contest. 

Previously, it had been held every year in the 
Bear Hotel in Cowbridge, but the new system, Mr 
Watkins feels, increases the sense of community 
participation. 

If the village lacks a suitable venue, then the 
defending champions sponsor the evening in a near¬ 
by village. 

The second big change introduced by the man¬ 
agement committee has been to involve primary 
schools in the Vale, encouraging pupils to start their 
own gardens and look after their school grounds. 

This has demonstrably been a success, with more 
than 24 schools now involved in the BKV. Mr 
Watkins said: “The enthusiasm shown has been such 
that we have had to institute a separate presentation 
night, because there was so much to celebrate in 
recognising the different projects. 

“We had great support last year from Dyffryn 
Gardens, where the staff made the pupils feel special 
by putting on their own display and by inviting the 
pupils to make their own scarecrows and take them 
home afterwards.” 

The third innovation was to offer villages the 
chance of highlighting a‘special feature’. Mr 
Watkins said: “Eor some villages, this has been a 
‘taster’ to see if they can put together a full entry. 

“However, it has the definite bonus of motivating 
groups of residents to tackle a local eyesore or neg¬ 
lected area and transform it into something special.” 

A prime example of this was the Church Row 
gardens and stream at Pendoylan, where a row of 
five thatched cottages were built in 1770. The gar¬ 
dens and stream were overgrown and in a poor state. 

Basil Watkins said: “Now, under the guidance of 
Lily and Cecil Matthews and Ian Morrison, the 
whole place has been transformed into a beautiful 
area with gardens for all seasons.” 

Similarly, in Wick a neglected area of the church¬ 
yard was transformed into a nature reserve as part of 
a school project. 

The BKV competition has always been grateful 
for sponsors, and the two main sponsors are Cemex 
UK Ltd, who operate Wenvoe Quarry, and the Vale 
Council. 

The event also gets much-appreciated support 
from Dyffryn Gardens, and local town and commu¬ 
nity councils. 

A new sponsor this year is Efos Las racecourse. 



which is offering a free day’s racing and a meal for 
a party of four as a fundraising exercise. 

All the sponsorship income, last year some 
£2,300, goes on prizes: a cup, a sign on the village 
green, and a plaque on the village hall for the win¬ 
ners. 

The villages that enter are visited by a team from 
the BKV committee, who draw up a short list, and 
then the matter is in the hands of the judge. 

In recent years, Basil Watkins’ task has been to 
chauffeur the judge around the short-listed villages, 
and so far a series of Lord Lieutenants and High 
Sheriffs, and also their deputies, have handled the 
hot potato of passing judgement - as feelings can 
sometimes run high! 

This year, the judge will be Dan Clayton Jones, 
chairman of the Cowbridge Physic Garden. 

Basil Watkins still loves the BKV competition, 
and his decision to stand down has been forced on 
him with the onset of macular degeneration which 
means he has progressively deteriorating eyesight. 

Last year he gave up driving. As he noted, a judge 
who can’t see very well is not likely to receive much 
credulity with the contestants! 

Basil said: “I have very much enjoyed my time 
with the competition and have found it most reward¬ 
ing. 

“It was a tremendous pleasure witnessing the 
enthusiasm of the villagers taking part. Additionally, 
it has been responsible for quite a number of physi¬ 
cal improvements, such as getting rid of garish signs 
and persuading pub owners and councils to refur¬ 
bish the exterior of their premises.” 

He added; “I will, of course, be delighted to work 
with a new chairman to help ease him or her into the 
post. 

“Similarly, I will make myself available to any¬ 
one who comes forward to get involved with the 
management committee. 

“If you love the Vale and want to help retain its 
rural character and ancient traditions, then you will 
find it very rewarding.”

How empire of the bees 
moves to next generation 


SWARMS! Swarms and 
more swarms, just like last 
year, Barbara Chick and I 
are responding to calls 
from people who have bee 
problems! 

Several have been for bumble¬ 
bees and several for the solitary 
bees. 

Although they are called soli¬ 
tary bees they do like to carry out 
their activities as a group, when 
given the right circumstances. 

Each bee is in fact an individual 
(female) who is doing her own 
thing. 

In total she will lay around 40 
eggs (not all in the same place) in 
holes in the ground and in trees or 
fence-posts. All receive several 
eggs. 

Once she has exhausted her 
supply she will die, having ful¬ 
filled her duties and left provision 
for the next generation. 

The next generation will remain 
sealed in the spot chosen by their 
mother until March of next year, 
when they will emerge as adult 
bees ready to mate and repeat the 
cycle all over again. 

The honeybee, however, has a 
completely different approach to 
reproduction, hence the swarm! 

Once spring has sprung and the 
days begin to lengthen and tem¬ 
peratures rise, the queen bee steps 
up her egg production to increase 


the population of the hive. 

This spring has produced an 
abundance of forage and the 
queens have responded likewise. 

Space becomes a premium 
within the bee-hive, so if the bee¬ 
keeper does not meet the require¬ 
ments of the hive a swarm is the 
inevitable outcome. 

Indicators are there for the bee¬ 
keeper to see on inspection of the 
hive i.e. frames filling with eggs 
and larvae, or sealed brood, drones 
(male bees) beginning to appear, 
but the most telling sign is the 
queen cells. 

Once these are observed, the 
beekeeper needs to make some 
decisions because should he not 
do so, the bees are going to make 
them for you! 

Decision made, the swarm 
emerges - led by the old queen 
and a good many of the bees from 
within the hive. On emerging, the 
queen will alight nearby and the 
swarm will assemble and eventu¬ 
ally move off to their chosen new 
home. 

A powerful pheromone (chemi¬ 
cal attractant) is given off by the 
queen, which assists in keeping 
the swarm together as a unit. 

They will each, as a matter of 
course, have consumed as much 
honey from the hive stores as they 
can, because for the next two to 
three days they will be busy mak¬ 
ing wax and building new honey¬ 


comb in the new sight and not 
have time for foraging. 

Meanwhile, back at the old 
home, bees are in residence plus 
the queen cells, one of which is 
going to hatch out first and this 
will in all likelihood become the 
new queen. 

She will need to be mated hence 
the need for male bees (drones). 
Once this is done, the new queen 
will settle down and start laying 
eggs to populate the hive once 
again. 

In doing so a new hive is under¬ 
way, until in a couple of years this 
new queen will have become the 
old queen and she in her turn will 
vacate the hive, leaving behind 
provision for a new generation of 
bees. 

That then is how the bees keep 
their species going. 

Many of the new beekeepers 
will be only too glad to take a 
swarm off our hands. 

At least four swarms had decid¬ 
ed to depart the collecting box 
before we could hand them over. 

Sad to say, three swarms had to 
be destroyed due to our inability to 
get at them and they were causing 
a nuisance within the home of the 
people who called us out. 

The swarming season is not 
quite over yet.

A PLANNING application for a large 
recycling depot in Llandow has been 
withdrawn. 

The Vale Council’s planning department has 
confirmed that the agent for the proposed change 
of use for the site on Sutton Road withdrew the 
application on May 5. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns has said that he will con¬ 
tinue to support Llandow Community Council’s 
campaign to oppose waste management planning 
applications for the area. 

Three separate planning applications had been 
submitted by private companies to the Vale of 



Glamorgan Council towards the end of 2010. 

Mr Cairns said: “The application for Sutton 
Road was the largest of the applications, though 
the smaller applications for the other sites have 
received planning approval. 

He had worked with the community to lodge 
their complaints and concerns with the planning 
department, and contributed to the video which 
residents had produced to present the huge 
response and concern expressed by residents and 
members of the Llandow Community Council 
regarding the proposed developments. 

“I have no doubt that the concerns raised at the 
public meeting in Llysworney, and the strong 
opposition by the local Community Council, res¬ 
idents and business’ has been a significant factor 
in this application being withdrawn,” he added. 

‘Flytippers will 
be prosecuted’ 

A recent case of flytipping in Llantwit 
Major sparked outrage from local residents 
- someone had dumped rubbish from a 
bathroom renovation on a grass verge. 

The Vale Council points out that there are very 
stiff penalties for people who deface the local envi¬ 
ronment. 

Clifford Parish, the operational manager for 
waste management and cleansing, explained: “Fly¬ 
tipping is an antisocial and criminal activity that 
the council takes very seriously. 

“Anyone found carrying out this illegal act will be 
prosecuted by the council. 

“The penalties for those guilty of committing this 
offence range from a fixed penalty notice of £75 to 
fines of £20,000 - and possible six months imprison¬ 
ment. 

“Perhaps this will make criminals think twice 
prior to depositing their rubbish illegally again. ” 

If people witness instances of flytipping they can 
contact waste management and cleansing enforce¬ 
ment officers on 01446 700111. 

Mr Parish added: “All information will be treat¬ 
ed with the utmost confidence. ”

HOME VIDEO BASICS! 


THERE are three things to 
remember about home 
video: time, time, and 
time. When you have that 
right you can worry about 
not chopping off peoples, 
heads and feet. 

M ik e J has considerable expe¬ 
rience in making video record¬ 
ings. He has shed the worst habits 
of beginners and shared his 
thoughts with the club members. 

His equipment is more up¬ 
market than the family video 
camera, but he was emphatic that 
the entertainment value of the 
results depends on the operator as 
much as the kit. 

Practice using your camera on 
something unimportant and view 
the results. 

It is a safe guess that your first 
attempts will be dreadful - proba¬ 
bly because you didn’t take your 
time, didn’t concentrate on keep¬ 
ing still and didn’t take enough 
footage. 

It is usual to start with a wide 
view to set the context of what 
follows. It is important to hold 
the view long enough for the 
audience to absorb it. 

This is the first timing advice. 


Hold all your shots for much 
longer than you expect to need 
them. Mike suggests at least an 
extra 30 seconds. 

You can edit them to be shorter 
in due course. You will not be 
able to edit them to be longer! 

Take far more than you will 
need, in the number of shots and 
their duration. 

From the general view, you 
will want to show some aspects 
in detail. For this you can zoom 
in. 

The second time advice is: 
zoom slowly or can be discon¬ 
certing to watch. 

The same applies to zooming 
out again. Again, hold the shot 
longer that you expect to need. 

Sweeping the camera side¬ 
ways, (panning), needs to be 
done slowly and smoothly. You 
cope with turning your head quite 
quickly, but doing it with the 
camera make the result unwatch- 
able. 

The more you are zoomed-in 
the slower the panning, if at all. 
That’s another timing constraint. 
If possible, hold the shots to be 
too long. 

When changing location, say 
from outside to inside; switch off 


the camera, but leave those vital 
extra times at the start and fi ni sh 
of each shot. 

There are software video-edit¬ 
ing packages of varying degrees 
of sophistication. Most will allow 
you to edit you efforts without 
difficulty, both for picture and for 
sound. 

To make the end result attrac¬ 
tive it is likely that you will 
reduce the time from, say an hour 
of video to say 15 to 20 minutes 
of finished product. 

This will include the lead-in 
Titles and any end credits. 

The extra footage on the shots 
will make life much easier to edit 
transitions from one scene to 
another, whether they cross-fade, 
wipe across the screen or look 
like pages being turned. 

The camera never lies? Now 
the truth can be subject to your 
imagination and editing skills.

Y OU may have planned 
the perfect home, and it 
may match up to your 
personal taste and require¬ 
ments, but does it make the 
gods happy? 

It might be time to check with a 
Feng Shui master. 

Followers of this ancient Chinese 
art of placement believe that the 
arrangement of your home can foster 
good fortune but what exactly is 
involved?

• An ideal room needs to be a regular shape, 
preferably square. If your dining room has protrud¬ 
ing comers - for example, a chimney that’s been 
blocked up - disguise the corners with large plants. 

• Hang a large wall mirror. The food will be 
doubled on the table (which would be created by 
the mirror’s reflection) but in reality, of couse, 
there will be plenty for everyone. 

BEDROOM 

• Point your head south, but don’t let the foot of 
the bed face the door. The bed should be as far 
from the door as possible, to permit the free flow 
of energy into the room. 

• Everything in Feng Shui must balance. 
Bedrooms should have matching bedside tables 
and lamps, even if you are single. 

• Never have computer or exercising equipment 
in your bedroom. This is a place for regeneration. 

• Curtains are more effective than blinds. 

WORKROOM 

• Choose a northeast-facing room or one 
towards the front of the house. 

• Use a wooden desk - it should be round if 
your job is creative, or square with rounded cor¬ 
ners if you deal with figures.

Home secrets of a DIY guru 


HOW do you make a big 
difference to a room with a 
comparatively small job? 

DIY guru Julia Gray 
knows the answer - and it is 
skirting boards! 

Julia writes: If you ’re just 
doing the skirting boards, you'll 
be amazed by what a difference 
revamping them can make to the 
whole room, and here are a few 
tips: 

• It’s essential to sand thor¬ 
oughly before painting your 
skirting boards. 

Use an electric sander on the 
flat parts and sandpaper where 
the sander can’t reach. Clean the 
wood thoroughly after sanding. 

• If your skirting boards are in 


poor condition, scrape and sand 
ojf any chipped, flaking or 
cracked paint and fill the repairs 
with flexible wood filler. 

• If you're painting over bare 
wood, apply a couple of coats of 
knotting solution to the knots 
first to seal them and stop the 
resin in them from ruining your 
paintwork. 

• Use masking tape to protect 
your walls and floor when paint¬ 
ing your skirting boards, but 
don"t leave it on too long 
because it can form a seal with 
the dry paint and tear the paint 
when removed. 

The safest option is to remove 
and reapply the masking tape 
between coats and to use low- 
tack masking tape. 


Ask the expert... 

Q: What's the best sort of 
paint to use on my skirting 
boards? 

A: I always recommend 
water-based quick-drying wood 
paint - because it’s nice to use, 
easy to clean off things it 
shouldn’t be on, and takes very 
little time to dry, although you 
usually need to do quite a few 
coats. 

In my opinion, nothing beats 
white skirting boards and the 
good thing about white water- 
based wood paint is that it does- 
n’t yellow over time, unlike oil- 
based alternatives.

Urban alien invasion 
film blends in gags 
with the scary bits... 


G iven the 

number of 
alien films 
that have hit cine¬ 
mas, it is easy to 
wonder just what 
our otherworldly 
visitors would 
actually think if 
they landed here. 

Imagine, then, if their 
invasion plans found 
them landing in a par¬ 
ticularly rough London 
council estate, where 
the locals would be just 
as intimidating, if not 
more, than whatever 
came off the spaceship. 

That is the premise 
for Joe Cornish’s direc¬ 
torial debut. Attack The 
Block, which sees a 
teenage gang attempt to 
defend their area from 
invading aliens - but 
will the teenagers’ street 
smarts, BMX bikes and 
mobile phones be 
enough of a match for 
these visitors? 

With the success of 
the l ik es of Shaun of the 
Dead, it appears British 
film makers have got 
something of a touch 
for crafting low budget 
comedy shockers (if we 
ignore the awful 
Lesbian Vampire 
Killers). 

Attack The Block is a 
film that works in a 
similar vein as Shaun... 
yet is played with an 


even eye for laughs, 
along with scares and 
social commentary, 
something that works 
incredibly well, even if 
the latter element seems 
a little too tacked on. 

Perhaps best known 
for his comedy work 
with partner in crime 
Adam Buxton, Joe 
Cornish’s move from 
small screen laughs to 
big screen alien inva¬ 
sion picture is one skill¬ 
fully negotiated. 

The pair’s comedy 
has always been shot 
through with a knowing 
wink at the world of 
cinema (just YouTube 
‘adam joe toy movie’ 
for evidence), but 
Cornish’s film is more 
than just simply an 
irreverent take on a 
much loved genre. 

Instead, Cornish 
plays the film with a 
straight bat, capturing 
as realistic a take as you 
can of an alien invasion 
taking place within a 
tough council block, 
and the script, though 
comedic, also has its 
fair share of drama. 

He shows a keen 
knowledge of the sci¬ 
ence fiction that has 
played its part in inspir¬ 
ing him, with his shot 
choices having the air 
of the likes of John 
Carpenter and early 
Spielberg, wringing ten¬ 
sion from his location -

and shooting in a 
stylised but practical 
manner, while the 
effects are well mar¬ 
shalled, despite their 
obvious lack of funding. 

His emphasis on 
making the ‘heroes’ of 
the film a gang of hood¬ 
ie-wearing youths may 
smack of liberal think¬ 
ing, while his desire to 
see them redeemed by 
their fightback against 
the alien invasion could 
be considered to be ill 
thought of, particularly 
on the basis of their 
actions in the early part 
of the film. 

However, if you can 
ignore the mixed mes¬ 
sages (it’s OK to carry a 
knife as long as you’re 
‘protecting’ yourself 
apparently) then you 
can revel in the humour 
as these slang-speaking 


teenagers attempt to 
protect their block. 

The largely first-time 
cast deliver solid turns, 
with experienced heads 
Jodie Whittaker, Nick 
Frost and Luke 
Treadaway shoring up 
the performances. 

The film hardly 
lingers longer than it 
has to, and the 88- 
minute running time, 
while spritely and lend¬ 
ing the film an urgent 
air, does slightly short¬ 
change the characters 
and their reasons for the 
life they lead. (Cornish 
only briefly touches on 
the lead character of 
Moses and his back¬ 
ground).

Coun Bums agreed that he said 
that, and he had also suggested that 
the meeting should include the 
apphcants. 

“I also said that we should fol¬ 
low the BCBC model, where peo¬ 
ple are given the chance to speak 
but no questions are asked. Once 
you open up to questions, it is a 
minefield. I definitely said that no 
questions should be allowed.” 

Coun Lewis observed that the 
special meeting had left a bitter 
taste in people’s mouths. 

Coun Diane Bums went on: 
“We decided in 2009 to support 
this plan with some concerns and 
reservations. They are still present 
and are greater than first anticipat¬ 
ed. 

“They have still not been dis¬ 
cussed - not even at the shambolic 
meeting of May 9. That meeting is 
inconclusive, as standing orders 
were not followed.” 

Coun Peter Foley said: “I 
beheve that the special meeting 
was organised and conducted in 
good faith and also minuted in 
good faith. 

“These comments are generat¬ 
ing more heat than light and we 
should move on.” 

But Coun Diane Burns dis¬ 
agreed, saying: “The people who 
attended this meeting could see 
what was happening. People can 
shout at me and I still say that this 
apphcation has not been discussed 
or debated properly in this cham¬ 
ber. I am just trying to support the 
residents who elected me.” 

Coun Eileen McIUveen said that 
Coun Diane Bums had been shout¬ 
ing down councillors who were in 
favour of the development. 

She added: “She has stated her 
case so many times that hardly 
anybody else can get a word in.” 

Coun Edith Hughes asked about 
rescinding the decision taken at the 
special meeting but was told by the 
clerk that nobody had complained 
to her that they did not know what 
they were voting for. They had not 
stated either that they were con¬ 
fused. 

Coun Diane Bums said that the 
vote was the vote, but she wanted 
fair play. 

“I want the council to look again 
at the concerns raised in 2009 and 
debate them properly before mak¬ 
ing a decision,” 

Coun Morgan said that despite 
aU the questions and answers on 
the night, he felt that councillors 
had held a proper debate. 

”A lot of us were also asking 
questions,” he said. 

“It may be that the protocol was 
not followed completely but I 
think that the issue was thrashed 
out pretty well. I was satisfied that 


everything had been addressed.” 

Coun Diane Bums said that 
while it had been agreed to invite 
representatives of the action group 
and the developers, nothing was 
said about the public although 
other members pointed out that the 
public and press have the right to 
attend every meeting of the coun¬ 
cil. 

The minutes were accepted with 
the proviso that the statement from 
Coun Bums be included. 

Members were told that the 
decision would stand for six 
months but could be rescinded if a 
notice of motion was put forward 
signed by a certain number of 
councillors. 

The council had also received 
three letters from residents about 
the special meeting. They were 
from Richard Thomas of The 
Retreat, John Williams of 
Wyndham Crescent and Christine 
Taylor, chairman of Island Farm 
Campaign for Action (IFCA). 

Mr Thomas said that the voting 
procedure had been confused and 
he felt that the chairman should 
have clearly repeated the motion 
before calling for the vote. 

Mr Williams said that he was 
writing to express his dismay and 
dissatisfaction with the way in 
which the meeting was conducted 
and described it as a “shambles”. 

Mr Wilhams also felt that Coun 
Unwin, by remaining in the meet¬ 
ing after declaring an interest as a 
borough councillor, may have 
influenced, by his presence, his 
Conservative colleagues in the 
way they voted. 

He also alleged that Coun 
Margaret Bertorelh told the coun¬ 
cillor next to her that she had only 
read the briefing papers up to page 
2 . 

He went on: “When the vote 
took place. I’m afraid to say that 
the lady mayor did not appear to 
have full control of the meeting 
and failed to explain the motion 
fully to members. 

“As a result, absolute chaos 
transpired with certain councillors 
putting their hands up and down as 
if unsure about what exactly they 
were voting for. There was no 
record of who abstained and mem¬ 
bers of the public looked on 
aghast.” 

He also said that the mayor 
brought the proceedings to an 
abrupt end, preventing Coun Diane 
Bums from challenging what had 
happened. 

Mr Williams asked the council 
to reconvene a private meeting to 
discuss these concerns and then, if 
appropriate, re-open consideration 
of the application and the motion 
proposed by Coun Bums. 

Mrs Taylor also felt that the vot¬ 
ing process was confused, with 


some members unsure of what 
they were voting for. She said that 
on this basis, she did not believe 
that the vote gave a tme and accu¬ 
rate reflection of the council’s 
decision. 

When these letters were dis¬ 
cussed, many members were 
annoyed at what was being 
alleged. 

Coun Unwin said that his name 
had been mentioned and he was 
considering contacting his sohci- 
tor, as he felt his personal integrity 
was being impugned. 

Coun Barbara Parish, who 
chaired the special meeting, said 
that she always felt that she was in 
control of the meeting. She said 
that she called for the motion and 
then asked for a show of hands. 

“I take umbrage at these 
remarks,” she added. 

Coun Bertorelh said that she 
had read the brief before the meet¬ 
ing and denied the statement that 
she had not. 

Coun Diane Bums said that she 
did not know all of the letter writ¬ 
ers. The confusion in the vote was 
caused by so many people being in 
the room, with people standing up 
and sitting down and making a 
noise. 

“It was not made clear that we 
were voting against the develop¬ 
ment or against my motion. The 
meeting seemed to fall apart.” 

She said that a response should 
be sent to each of the correspon¬ 
dents saying that their comments 
had been duly noted, but Coun 
Parish said she wanted it pointed 
out that the councillors were fully 
aware of what they were voting 
for. 

“My integrity is at stake,” she 
added. 

Coun Maisie Williams felt it 
was wrong to imply that Coun 
Unwin ‘s presence may have influ¬ 
enced Conservative colleagues. 

“I object to that,” she said. 

Coun Bob Burns said that 
declaring an interest but remaining 
in the room, as Coun Unwin had 
done, raised legal issues and there 
had been legal cases. 

Coun Bertorelh pointed out that 
Coun Unwin did not say anything. 

Coun Unwin said that his pur¬ 
pose in staying was to hear what 
the public were saying. 

It was decided to write suitable 
rephes to each of the letters. 

Objections to the multi-million 
pound scheme to build three sports 
stadiums and various other facili¬ 
ties at Island Farm have been 
lodged by Laleston, Merthyr Mawr 
and Ewenny Community Councils. 

The application is to be dis¬ 
cussed by BCBC at a special meet¬ 
ing on June 16.

Compost company boosts 
Vale economy by cutting 
back on food waste

A COWBRIDGE company is 
continuing to expand its com¬ 
posting services by launching a 
food waste collection run. 

Cowbridge Compost Ltd has expanded its business over 
the last 15 years, and has built a business that has stopped 
thousands of tons of waste going unnecessarily to landfill. 

At the same time, 
it has enabled John 
Homfray, the owner, 
to offer more 
employment to local 
people. 

A man who has 
long advocated the 
importance of diver¬ 
sification in the farm¬ 
ing industry, he has 
practised what he 
preached and Cow¬ 
bridge Compost, a 
business that can now 
process up to 25,000 
tons of organic waste 
per year, is the result. 

Now, the company 
has launched a food 
waste collection serv¬ 
ice, aimed at busi¬ 
nesses and organisa¬ 
tions that generate 
large quantities of 
such waste. 

Mr Homfray 
explained: “We cur¬ 
rently have the contract to take the kitchen waste collected 
by the Vale Council, and a similar contract with Swansea 
City Council. 

“However, every business needs a range of customers, 
and we are keen to have a wide client base.” 

Mr Homfray said: “In conjunction with WRAP Cymru 
(Waste Resources Action Programme Cymru) Cowbridge 
Compost has recently taken delivery of a brand new Ford 
RCV (refuse collection vehicle) along with a large number 
of 240 litre wheelie bins. 

“This will enable the company to collect foods waste on 
a weekly basis from businesses - pubs, restaurants, cafes 


and shops - in Cowbridge, Llantwit, Barry and Bridgend 
for recycling at our Llwynhelig Farm base.” 

He added: “Please contact us to check our very competi¬ 
tive rates - the new landfill tax rate applied from the April 
2011 makes recycling extremely attractive and, of course, 
environmentally satisfying.” 

New machines have been bought, including a new shred¬ 
der, tractor, trailers and an excavator. 

In 2009, the company so impressed the judging panel of 

the Chartered Insti¬ 
tute of Waste man¬ 
agement (CIWM) 
that it beat national 
companies such as 
Biffa and Veolia in its 
category, the PEEL 
People’s Cup, for 
“...providing excel¬ 
lent career, training 
and social opportuni¬ 
ties for their staff.” 

The company is 
continuing its free 
offer to Vale residents 
to collect free com¬ 
post to use on their 
own gardens during 
normal working 
hours. 

Company manager 
Mike Hallett said: 
“We are very happy 
to offer this for free, 
but we ask residents 
to bring their own 
containers and 
spades. 

“They will find the compost just inside the farm complex 
on the left... just follow your nose.” 

The compost is an end product from waste residents have 
sent to be recycled, and this includes garden waste such as 
leaves, hedge clippings and grass cuttings as well as the 
food waste.. 

Mr Hallett said: “Our compost is currently used on the 
farm to grow products such as daffodils, swede and cereal 
crops. 

“Cowbridge Compost Ltd has met environment agency 
standards and must regularly send off samples for testing to 
prove absence of e-coli and salmonella.”

GPs to take back 
out-of-hours care in 
Bridgend borough 


DOCTORS 
employed as GPs 
throughout the 
area will be provid¬ 
ing out-of-hours 
medical cover for 
Bridgend in future. 

Primecare has run 
these services in the 
Bridgend and Neath Port 
Talbot areas since they 
were first set up. 

A separate group run 
by Swansea GPs has pro¬ 
vided services in their 
area. 

IN-HOUSE 

Now all these con¬ 
tracts are coming to an 
end, and the Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg 

University Health Board 
has awarded a contract to 
provide the new out-of- 
hours triage, clinical and 
GP services across the 
whole of their area to an 
in-house team from July. 

This team will consist 
of GPs already employed 
by the board, although 
some agency doctors 
may be needed in the 
early stages. 

However, Primecare 
has won the contract to 
provide the call-handling 
work across the board. 
The two organisations

will work together to pro¬ 
vide a “seamless serv¬ 
ice”. 

The GEM has asked 
for assurances that the 
same number of doctors 
who run the service now 
will continue to do so 
when the new contract 
comes into effect in July. 

The GEM also asked 
how many out-of-hours 
doctors are on duty in the 
ABM area at any one 
time now, and how many 
will be on duty under the 
new contract. 

RESPONSE 

In response, a 
spokesman for ABM 
could not give a defini¬ 
tive answer, saying that 
the number of GPs on 
duty varies throughout 
the out-of-hours period, 
depending on patient 
demand. 

The spokesman 
added: “The new service, 
based on the approach 
used successfully in 
Swansea, will continue in 
the same way and main¬ 
tain the same number of 
doctors.” 


DIABETES CHECK 

Porthcawl Lions Club are offering diabetes 
screening for all at Trinity Church, 
Porthcawl, on Saturday, May 28, from 
10am to 2pm. 

Lion Larry Pearce said: “The test is painless 
and is free, and anyone concerned about diabetes is 
welcome to attend.” 

Lions president Ralph Anslow added: “The dia¬ 
betes screening is an example of the community 
work undertaken by the Lions Club of Porthcawl.” 


The separate out-of- 
hours services, which 
were set up by the old 
health boards covering 
Bridgend, Neath Port 
Talbot and Swansea, 
were inherited by the 
new ABM Board when 
the previous health 
boards and the old ABM 
NHS Trust were merged 
in 2009. 

CONSISTENT 

Paul Stauber, who is 
ABM’s Director of 
Planning, said that hav¬ 
ing one service across the 
whole ABM area would 
allow a more consistent 
approach to out-of-hours 
care. 

He said that patients 
would see no change in 
the way they accessed 
care from doctors at 
weekends, evenings and 
bank holidays. 

He said: “GPs will 
assess calls from patients 
and offer self care advice 
or decide if a patient 
needs to be seen by a GP. 

“If they need to see a 
doctor during these 
times, patients will con¬ 
tinue to go to a centre at 
either Morriston, 

Princess of Wales or 
Neath Port Talbot 
Hospitals.” 

After inquiries by The 
GEM, a spokesman said 
that home visits by a GP 
would still be available 
for patients who were too 
sick to travel to any of 
these centres. 

Erom July, there will 
be a single ABM out-of- 
hours GP telephone 
number, which will be 
announced closer to the 
date.

Royal Mail 
wrong to 
move depot 
out of town

CLAIMS by the Royal Mail that they were 
forced to move the pick-up point for unde¬ 
livered mail from a location in central 
Bridgend to one on Waterton Industrial 
estate for health and safety reasons, have 
been described as “rubbish” at a meeting 
of Bridgend Town Council. 

Conservative group leader David Unwin stated 
that the facility, which was at the sorting office in 
Tremains Road, should never have been moved. 

“They are quoting health and safety reasons but 
it’s rubbish. The accident they refer to took place 
seven or eight years ago. This office should remain in 
the town centre where people can access it easily.” 

The town council discussed the fact that this office 
was moved, without any consultation with them¬ 
selves or other bodies, at last month’s meeting. 

Coun Haydn Morgan told councillors that when he 
went to collect a letter after having a card put through 
his door, a notice pinned to the Tremains Road door 
told him that he had to go to Horse Fair Road, which 
is in the Waterton Industrial Estate. 

He said that this site was totally inaccessible to 
people without cars as there are no bus services to it 
and it is impossible to walk there as there are no 
pavements along the busy dual carriageway which 
leads to this estate. 

In the meantime, Coun Morgan told this week’s 
council meeting that he had received a letter 
addressed to him but posted to the town council’s 
address. 

This letter was from Ian J. Edwards, delivery and 
collections manager of the Royal Mail in Wales. 

Mr Edwards referred to the fact that Mr Morgan 
had posed for a press photographer at the depot in 
Tremains Road. In the letter, he stated that the deliv¬ 
ery office manager had told him that Mr Morgan had 
stood in the yard, putting himself and others at risk. 

He went on: “It is precisely to avoid potential 
health and safety incidents like this that we made the 
decision to relocate the callers’ office to a safer Royal 
Mail site at nearby Waterton Industrial estate.” 

Mr Edwards said that this relocation was not 
undertaken lightly and that following the fatal acci¬ 
dent some years ago, changes were made to improve 
public access to the premises at Tremains Road for 
customers collecting items of mail. 

He stated that a recent health and safety check at 
the site resulted in the recommendation to further 
improve public access. 

As a result, it was decided to relocate as this was 
the only way to mitigate the risks identified. 

Mr Edwards added that the Royal Mail was always 
willing to engage in discussions with community rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Coun Morgan was outraged by the letter: “At no 
time was I on Royal Mail premises,” he said. “If the 
manager of the depot said that, he is totally wrong. I 
was there with a photographer and we stood outside. 
In fact, I was speaking to this manager through the 
wire fence. He came out to see what was happening.” 

Mr Morgan said that the Royal Mail should have 
engaged with the council before taking any final 
decisions: “They should have consulted the public 
and local organisations about their plans to move this 
office.” 

He had already replied to the letter, as it had been 
addressed to him individually and not to the council. 

But Coun Bob Bums said he was concerned in 
case it was implied that he was responding on behalf 
of the council. 

Coun Unwin pointed out that if a letter goes to any 
councillor at any address, including that of the coun¬ 
cil, it did not mean that they were writing to the coun¬ 
cil. 

“The councillor could deal with that letter in any 
way he saw fit. I endorse everything he has done. 
This is something where we have been let down by 
the Royal Mail as a town. That office should never 
have been moved.” 

Coun Bev Quennell said she was appalled when 
she first realised that people had to go out to Waterton 
to pick up their mail: “There were no instmctions 
about how to get there and without transport, you 
cannot get there.” 

As far as health and safety were concerned, the 
same situation now existed at the Waterton depot 
with people going in and out through traffic to get 
their mail. 

She added: “Eor them to quote health and safety is 
ridiculous because the same problems exist on the 
new site.” 

Coun Bums felt that if a letter was sent to a place 
of work addressed to an employee, it became the 
property of the employer. 

“This could be interpreted as Coun Morgan reply¬ 
ing on behalf of the council,” he added. 
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Garw Valley welcomes 
new rural market idea! 



THE first Valleys rural market took 
place in Pontycymer on Saturday - and 
was a huge success. 

About 500 people visited the market, which was 
held on land in front of the Garw Valley Leisure 
Centre. 

The market, which will take place on the second 
Saturday of every month from 10am to 2pm, was 
opened by Ogmore MP Huw Irranca Davies, who 
praised the vision of the organisers in bringing 
everyone together. 

Ogmore AM Janice Gregory was also full of 
praise for the concept of people growing their own 
food and also making food stuffs to sell. 

Also present was regional AM Suzy Davies who 
soon filled her basket with freshly baked bread and 
cakes! 

The event attracted stallholders from across 
south Wales and items on sale included bread, 
cakes, jams, chutneys, free range eggs, plants and 
craft items. 

There was also a spin-off for the Garw Valley 
Railway Society, which has its loco shed nearby. 
They held an open day and many visitors to the 
market enjoyed a tour of the shed to inspect the 
steam and diesel locos inside. 

The market was the brainchild of Vicki 
Thomson who works for Creation in Blaengarw as 
the ‘Real Eood’ projects manager. She is also a 
director of Valleys Rural Markets Ltd which is a 
social enterprise devoted to promoting the growing 
and making of foods in every locality. 

The Garw was chosen as the pilot project, but it 
is hoped that more markets will be staged in other 
valleys in the future. 

One of those who enjoyed visiting the market 
was Dawn Davies of Creation Development Trust, 
who said that it was great to meet up with so many 
local people at the market. 

“Sadly, we no longer have the range of shops in 
Pontycymer which used to draw people and I real¬ 
ly miss walking along Oxford Street visiting the 
food shops that were once there and meeting lots of 
people,” she said. 

“We hope that the market can bring life back 
into the town and provide a social dimension for 
the community as well,” she said. 

Vicky reported that the stallholders were very 
pleased with the response and many of them sold 
most of their stock: “We have had inquiries from 
other stallholders wishing to come to our next mar¬ 
ket in June. 

“My remit is to promote local food and I felt we 
needed a market in the valley because of the lack 
of availability of local food.” 

Vicki was helped by Karen Cowell of 
Eforchwen Earm and Sunette Thomas who lives in 
Pontycymer. 

“We are a great team and everyone worked hard 
to put this together,” added Vicki. “Karen and 
Sunette are very keen. We hope to have a greater 
range of products at the next market as word 
spreads, and we are in touch with a farmer who 
supplies local meat - so we hope that this will be 
on offer next time.” 

The next ambitious scheme, linked to the mar¬ 
ket, is the opening of the Real Pood Shop in 
October. 

This has been created in an old shop on Katie 
Street in Blaengarw opposite the Community Cafe. 

Work on converting the premises is currently 
under way. The lower ground floor will be used for 
the Real Box scheme, which is also being launched 
in October. This will offer people a mix of locally 
grown items and foodstuffs. 

The shop will also sell as much local produce as 
possible. “The term “local” can be used for items 
sourced up to 35 miles away,” explained Vicki. 

“But if we cannot source what we want within 
that radius, we will go further afield but hopefully 
stay in Wales. We want to offer things like fruit and 
vegetables, cheese, eggs, meat, butter, cakes, jams, 
honey, chutneys and the like. This shop will com¬ 
plement the market.” 

The opening of the shop and launch of the box 
scheme is linked into the Community Growing

Spaces project in the valley which is being run by 
Chris Jones. 

He is currently seeking out small areas of land 
where volunteers and helpers can start growing 
vegetables, soft fruit and ornamental plants. 

“We are using some of the old colliery reclama¬ 
tion sites but the only things we can grow on them 
at the moment are fruit bushes which are doing 
very well. We intend to bring in soil and grow veg¬ 
etables in raised beds.” 

The idea is that people in the community take 
over these plots and run them, keeping the produce 
which they will barter with each other. 

Any produce left over after bartering will go to 
the Community Cafe where people can make it into 
actual meals. 

“We have a project at Darren Bungalows where 
we are importing soil to create raised beds which 
the residents and their families will look after. In 
Railway Terrace, we are creating gardens across 
the road for residents which they will run between 
them.” 

Mr Jones explained that the idea was to make 
communities as self sufficient as possible and com¬ 
munity growing spaces created out of waste 
ground was a great way on putting unused land to 
use for the benefit of the community. 

Mr Jones, whose official title is Rural Time 
Broker, also works for Creation Development 
Trust. One of his many projects is to organise for¬ 
aging expeditions which attract many people from 
far and wide. 

“We go out looking not just for things like 
blackberries and whinberries that everyone knows 
about but for more unusual things like nettles, sor¬ 
rel, wild mint and crab apples. We then go back to 
the cafe and cook it. We also hope to make herbal 
remedies from some of these plants.” 

He was starting work in the Garw, but hoped to 
spread theses schemes into neighbouring valleys. 

Creation is also staging cookery classes at 
Blaengarw Workmen’s Hall where people can 
learn how to make things. 

“We have already had some bread workshops 
and children’s workshops showing the children 
how to make items,” said Vicki. 

“In Betws, we are running classes with 
Groundwork in basic cookery and we also hope to 
run some taster sessions in Nantymoel.” 

One of the most popular classes was on 
Christmas cakes and this is being run again this 
year. 

“We will probably set up some classes under the 
heading ‘Bake and Banter’,” she added. 

This group will join the ‘Knitting Nanas’ who 
also use the hall to have a gossip as they knit. They 
are all hard at work making items for a craft fayre 
in September.
